The cheese markets open dull this sea- 
son, with prices comparatively low. There 
has been no high turn in the butter market 
the past winter, as has usually been the 
case, 80 it is evident the average run of 
prices of dairy products is at a lower figure 
than has prevailed for several years past. 


The turning of young cattle to pasture to 
suffer for want of food, before the grass is 
plentiful enough for their supply, is down- 
right cruelty ; and while there is less of 
the practice than formerly, it is quite time 
it was discontinued altogether. Cattle 
should be furnished a full supply of food 
at all times. 


It pays for a wool grower to put his 
wool up in good shape inside and out, and 
tree as possible from all material that does 
not belong with the fiber. In this way a 
reputation is soon gained that will bring 
more in money than any petty cheats the 
grower may be able for a time to carry on. 
We have in mind a large lot in this county 
that is annually taken direct by the manu- 
facturer at a premium price, besides saving 
middlemen’s commission. 


The State of Maryland leads all the rest 
in canning fruits, vegetables and oysters. 
It is estimated that one-fifth of the people 
in the State are interested, directly or in- 
directly, in the canned goods business. 
There are 488 canning houses, employing 
25,000 hands, who receive $10,500,000 an- 
nually in wages. ‘There are 1500 additional 
men employed as can makers. Baltimore 
has several immense establishments which 
can fruits in summer and oysters in winter. 





The idea of horticulture at the State Col- 
lege farm was scouted at by some of the 
farmers in the legislature last winter, as a 
matter oat of place on a farm. They 
should not have overlooked the fact that 
much of the health, pleasure and comfort 
of the family are dependent on this soil in- 
dustry, and that not a single family in 
town or country is exempt from its neces- 
sities. We are too apt to overlook the im- 
portance of that with which we come in 
daily contact. 


Beef and its Prices. 





Our Watertown cattle market reporter, in 
& late issue, invites a discussion of “the 
beef question,” as it presents itself to the 
stock interests of this and other of the 
eastern States. We would like to see a 
full and free discussion of this great pro- 
blem, and trust the appeal of our reporter 
will bring it out. With so much depend- 
ing on cattle incomes, as is the vase ina 
large part of our State, a great depression 
like the present has a paralyzing eflect on 
producers, and which is particularly severe 
at the present time, when other money re- 
turns from the farm were so cut off, as was 
the last season from the effects of the un- 
feasonable frosts and the low prices of 
other farm crops on which our farmers de- 
pend for & measure of their income. While 
this unusual condition is seriously felt, 
however, and restricts the circulation of 
money toa noticable extent, still the sug- 
gestion that unless a remedy be found we 
shall all have to go West can hardly be ad- 
mitted, for the situation has not yet become 
perilous, and even if it were the fleeing to 
another section even more dependent on 
cattle husbandry, and where the embarass- 
ment from low prices of beef is as much 
= depressing in effect as the business is 
arger, will hardly take us out of the 
dilemma. 
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
